Barrie?" asked Mr. Mathews. 

"No, I didn't tell them that/ 1 
answered Mrs. Lockhart. 

Mr. Lockhart gave the same 
evidence as his wife. 

When recalled to the stand 
Constable Ferguson stated that 
Mrs. Lockhart told them her hus- 
band had been drinking in the 
house off and on all day Monday 
and that he stopped in Barrio on 
the way home for more liquor. 

'There is no sworn evidence of 
Lockhart's condition while driv- 
ing the car," stated the magi- 
strate. "But we have his evi- 
dence and his wife's that he was 
drinking after the accident, so 
the charge is dismissed." 

On the consent of the defence 
counsel and crown attorney the 
same evidence was used on the 
reckless driving charge. 

'*The road conditions were very 
bad that night and the officer 
himself said several cars were in 
the ditch," stated Mr. Gardiner. 
"The whole thing seems to be 
disorderly conduct in a hotel " 

"There is no evidence how the 
car was driven or that the accu- 
sed drove in a reckless manner, 

only that he drove along the 

ditch for a time," stated the 

magistrate in dismissing the 
charge of reckless driving.

Internationally speaking, one 
of the most hopeful signs for the 
new year lies in the fact that we 
avoided a major war last year. 
We believe the reason for this 
rests in the failure of war-mon- 
gers to "sell" the people of dem- 
ocratic nations on the necessity 
for war. War, in other words, 
has not become sufficiently pop- 
ular for people to engage in it of 
their own free will. 

Perhaps, in the new year, the 
war-mongers may be more suc- 
cessful. Perhaps they may make 
Hitler or Mussolini or Stalin ap- 
pear so "horrible" to democratic 
nations, that the people of those 
nations may vote for an attempt j 
atf'theltf extermination* 

We believe that there will be 
no major war until the situation 
changes. So long as an intelli- 
gent majority appreciate the 
senseless stupidity of mass-mur- 1 
der, there will be no more war. 
We believe the majority against 
'war are capable of keeping their 
senses for another year, 

Economically, the situation 
should improve. Rumors of war, 
while increasing trade in some 
industries, caused a split in inter- 
national trade that showed a con- 
gealing tendency in the course of 
trade as a whole. 

The recently signed trade 
treaty between Britain, Canada 
and the United States, together 
with the effect of the pan-Amer- 
ican treaties more recently con- 
cluded, should give Canada a suf- 
ficient break in world trade to 
enable the country to better it- 
self slightly. 

Britain and the United States 
have finally awakened to their 
loss of trade in South America 
and have begun to protest in 
earnest against the curtailment 
of western business in China by' 
the warring Japs. Canada, strag- 
gling in their wake," stands to 
gain. 

Politically, tho year 1030 will 
see the Liberals still in the dri- 
ver's scat, we believe, but with 
a gain In Conservative strength. 
Unless, of course, a split in the 
Liberal party similar to that be- 
tween Bennett and Stevens, does 
not occur. 

AH of which, you may remark, 
only shows our ignorance. But 
what, we ask In return, is tho 
tise of having ignornnce— if you 
can't show it?

"We have been very -fortunate 
in Aurora," Dr. W. J. Stevenson, 
medical officer of health, told 
The Era this week.

I expect you know the cardinal- 
bird? It has such vivid red plum- 



age. Its body Is a deeper red than 
its wings, which look like a gleam 
of fire when it spreads them out to 
fly, and it has a beautiful red crest 
standing upright on Its head, also, 
it has a peculiar patch of bladk on 
its throat just "under its chin." Pit 
watch for it again tomorrow. I 
hope It comes. 

We are So used to sparrows that 
we just take them for granted, I 
suppose. But we may not realize, 
till we take a good look, that wc 
have several Itfnds of sparrows. I 
think I like those peculiar little 
fellows best with the cute little red 
cap — X expect you know the ones 
I mean. They are called tree spar- 
rows, but I'm sure I do not know 
why, for they come here to us In the 
winters from the Arctic — we are 
"south" to the tree sparrows— they 
migrate down to us for the winter 
and go north again in the spring. 
I have heaps of them every winter 
and I do love them. You can be 
suro of them by the peculiar- 
shaped black patch on their breast, 
and the white stripes on their 
wings. Then, I have a pair of r 
woodpeckers, red-headed wood- 
peckers, with an occasional gros- 
beak, with a sort of rosy tinge to 
its breast feathers. Then I have an 
occasional junco — that extra 
friendly bird! They usually go In 
flocks, but 1 have had only a stray 
one now and again. Some day a 
whole bunch may conic to visit me 
at once. You can tell them by their 
slate-colored body with a touch of 
white underneath, and when they 
fly, you. sec distinctly two white 

tail feathers. 

The . other day, coming home 
about tea-time, I heard an owl in a 
tree, and stood underneath trying 
to see it more clearly when a neigh- 
bor came along and we both tried 
to see it in the fading light. All of 
a sudden it gave Us peculiar coll 
and flew out of the treo and we 
saw it.no more. It was snowy 
white. I wonder what kind will 
come to pay me the next visit? 

If 1 keep a space cleared of snow, 
keep marrow-bones tied up in the 
tree, or in the lilac hashes, or 
chunks of fat and suet. I'll be 
sure to have plenty of visitors. My 
bird friends had not finished their 
breakfast when the man came to 
get the ashes this morning and ns 
I stood speaking to him from the 
verandah as he stood on the 
cement steps above the spaca I'd 
cleared for the birds, there were 
the dear little chickadees and 
snow-birds with ' their pretty black 
cap3 tight beside hi3 feet, eating 
away contentedly, — just as feat^ 
less as if they were chickens! The 
only draw-back Is that your doggie 
boy-friends like to come for a visit 
too. so it takes rjuite a bit to hopp 
them all going, and it means you 
have to watch your chance to feed 
your bird friends, for if the dogs 
get there first they soon clean it

CLERK READS LESSON 
IN COUNCIL PROCEDURE 






It was like (lie flrnt day of .school 
at the town council meeting Tues- 
day evening. N. r* Mathews, K.C., 
clerk ami solicitor, gave out lu- 
atrucllonH on procedure. 

"The following shall ho (he order 
hi which the mislnosH of tho coun- 
cil Hhall be conducted as provided 
hy by-law number lift: i. caning of 
tho roll; 2, reading mhiute.H of pre- 
ceding session; 3, presenting and 
read In g communications nnd 
accounts; 4, presenting and readlmr 
petitions; 5, ciuiulrlcs; 0, motions; 
7, presenting reports hy commit- 
tees; fl. giving notices; 0. orders of 
the day. 

"When council is in committee of 
Hie whole on communications nnd 
accounts nnd tho business is 
completed, the chairman mils for 
tke rending of the report If the 
committee upproves of (lie report, 
the chairman signs it. The chair- 
man shall then rise and say: 'Mr. 
Mayor, the committee of the whole 
to whom have heen referred cer- 
tain accounts and eommunlcatl >ns, 
begs leave to rise and submit ihe 
report.' 

"The Mayor then lakes the chair 
nnd says: 'Is it your pleasure to re- 
ceive the report?' 'Is II your 
pleasure to mlopt the report V 

When linth of these questions 

have carried, the mayor signs tlii* 
report. 

"On the second readfng of a hy- 
law, council reverts to committee, 
of tho whole and the hy-law Is road 
tho second time In committee ami 
tho clauses initialled hy the chali- 
man. At tho conclusion of the 
second reading, the chairman shall 
lino and say: 'Mr. Mayor, the com- 
mittee of the. whole to whom has 
heen referred a certain by-law hee;2 
leave to riao and submit tho hill 
With the blanks filled In <«r 'as 
amended/ or 'without amendment/ 
as the'easo may bo.) 

"Tho mayor then takes tho chair 
and says: 'Gcnttomcu, is it your 
pleasure to receive the report?' 
'Fa It your pleasure lo adopt the ic- 
port?' 

"If both of theso questions carry, 
tho mayor then calls for the third 
rending of tho by-law. When this 
Is done tho mayor shall put the 
question In the following form: 
'.Shall the by-law now pnss and 
"hall i sign tho same nnd cause tho 
ficnl of tho corporation to ho af- 
fixed thereto?' 

"In council, all resolutions, must 
be in writing- nnd signed by tho 
mover nnd seconder, : 

"In committee of iho wholo, mo- 
tions need not be In writing, nnd 
need not bo seconded. 
• "Jn council, a member wishing to 
speak on any subject shall first 
rise nnd address tho chair. If two 
or more members rise to speak at 
the same time, tho mayor or chair- 
man shall designate who Is, to 
speak first, nnd the other member 



shall Immediately take hla seat. 

"No member shall Interrupt an- 
other member while speaking ex- 
cept to rise to n point of order or 
a question of privilege. 

"No member shall speak more 
than once on any subject until all 
wishing to speak have spoken, nnd 
no member, other than tho mover 
or seconder, shall speak more, than 
twice, on any subject without tho 
unanimous permission of tho mem- 
bers -present,"-.

nnd throttling business,. 
/"With that In mind my policy 
of "planned economy over a per^ 
lod of ;"yenrs has borne fruit in 
h tremendous reduction in our 
funded debt. - •"■>•■>' 
:"On Dec. 31, :■ 1M3, tho deben- 
ture debt of tho town of New- 
market; including both corpora- 
tion and owners' share, stood at 
$124,8*852, while on Dec. 31, 
1037/oftcr four years of planned 
economical administration, Hie 

debt has been reduced to $205,- 
055.fU/ : 'While the exact figures 
for 1038 ore not yet available, 
npproxlmntely $33,000 wns paid 
off during 1038, So that It may 
bo said that the debenture debt 
now stands at or around $230,000, 
which represents a reduction In 
tho debt of approximately $200,- 
000. In 1033 the town paid in 
Interest on its debenture debt the 
sum of $24,731.52, whereas In 
1937 this was reduced to $10,712.- 
87. 

"This reduction In debt nnd 
interest payments has been illu- 
strated by a reduction in the tax 
rate from 46 mills to 30 mills for 
1038. 

"The net result is that we havo 
given encouragement to the 
laborer and the man of small 
means to build nnd owts his own 
home. We In Newmarket by fol- 
lowing this course have fore- 



shadowed tho opinion of eminent 
financial authorities, as Is evi- 
denced by the fact that the Globe? 
and Mail for the past few months 
has been carrying on a campaign 
advocating the reduction of mun- 
icipal taxes by the curtailment of 
expenditures. 

"The Financial Post, Canada's 
leading financial paper, soys (I 
quote from the issue of Doc. 31): 
'Kxcessivc taxation continues as 
ft most serious burden. If the 
present trend of rising real estate 
taxation be reversed, then really 
substantial recovery Is predicted 
for construction.' 

"Sir Edward Boalty, president 
of the 0. I\ H, and n keen student 
of finance, says: 'We never shall 
have a revival of construction 
until the taxation burden on real 
estate has been lessened/ ? ■ 

"If during the next two or 
three years we persist in tho :

ing cost of power, debentures, 
wages, trucks, etc., also Mr. 
Rnchar's salary. 

"There are cheap lots available 
and I recommend that the coun- 
cil give every encouragement to 
citizens to buy a lot and build a 
home, because time will prove 
this to be a profitable investment. 

"This council will welcome 
from its newly elected members 
suggestions- for changes and inv 
provements for the betterment of
